missioner thought that this was un- 
necesrary now. The second change 
was respecting the atdifing of the 
local improvement district accounts, 
it having been found that the andit 
made in several of the districts had 
been worthless from an auditing 
standpoint and had to be done over 
again There had been many com- 
plaints and there had even been sults 
brought on between the auditor and 
the overseer with charges of per- 
jury, ete This was all caused 
through fenorance and to ardid this 
diMiculty in future he proposed to ap- 
point an offictal auditor.

Another matter which no doubt 


would please the opposition, was the 
taking away of power from the com- 
missioner, as that matter seemed a 
very sore point with them, although 
any powers the commissioner had 
were neccesary for the government of 
the country In the clause having 
reference to this matter. the govern: 
ment could not take townships out of 
o large district and annex them to a 
smaller district. It had been proved 
from experience that the larger dis- 
tricts worked much more successfully 
than the smaller ones and it would 
be a retrograde movement to reduce 
those larger districts wn . olao 
provided that the different districts 
should themselves look after the 
noxions weed nuisance on the road 


allowances as it had been found that 
this could be better attended to by 
the districts: In the larger districts, 


the local overseer could collect the 
taxes-from the residents. But it had 
been almost an impossibility to 
gather in the taxes from-the non re- 
sidents and thes> taxes not being 
forthcoming {n. many cases, the gov- 
ernment had thought it wise to ap- 
point an official of the public works 
department as official overseer’ who 
would be better enabled to enforce 
the collection of taxes from a local 
overseer and.this—aection had been 
found to work satisfactorily. Whereas 
in the hands of local men the expense 
involved in the collection of taxes 
had amounted to 10 per cent, the cost 
since the change had been made only 
amounted from two and a quarter to 
two and a half per cent 

Mr. McKay (Prince Albert) said 
that he approved of the amendment 
with regard to the appointing of the 
official auditor and thought the action 
of the government in this matter 
wise and he hoped that they would 
see their way clear to take the same 


action regarding the seheor' ¢'>*ricts 
Mr. Sifton stated that as this bill 
was one which was of interest to 


every member of the house he would 
like to have the fullest discussion on 
it and any suggestions would be
